Mr, SPEAKER — Mr. K, Varadachari, an experi- 
enced lawyer, approached me last evening and informed 
me that it was difficult to understand the Bill I have 
no objection to waive notice where the purpose of the 
amending Bill is merely formal. The whole scheme 
underlying the entire Bill seems to be the abolition of 
area committee, and it is on that subject alone hon 
Members ahall have to speak* I do not want to say 
tliat this is a formal Bill and take the onus of waiving 
notice on myself. So I am adjourning the House to
